Talk  with  Yoshisa.wa,  Jp.pr.no0e  Foreign  Miniator 
over  a  cun  of  eoffoo  on  Docember  1S31. 

Mr.  Y.  thanked  for  the  courtoay  and  attention  paid  to  hin  during 
travelling  and  for  breakfast  arranged  for  hin.  I  told  hia  that  we 
learnt  with  aatiafaction  of  hia  having  been  appointed  Minister  for 
Foroign  Affairs.  Eo  had  signed  the  Poking  agroomont  and  in  such  a  way  had 
personally  participated  in  laying  the  foundation  of  our  presont  rolationa , 
and  therefore  wo  worn  glad  that  the  preservation  of  thoso  relationa  was 
thon  in  hie  hands.  The  preservation  of  peaceful  and  friendly  rolationa 
with  all  our  neighbors  including  Japan  is  a  foundation  of  our  foreign 
policy. 

Mr.  Y.  replied  that  ho  was  proud  of  the  rolo  ho  had  pleyod  in 
establishing  relations  with  us. 

Aftor  hia  appointment  ho  waa  not  in  contact  with  his  Government 
and  thoroforo  could  not  spoak  on  ito  behalf,  but  ho  personally  was  in 
favor  of  proaorving  and  inproving  rolationa  with  us  and  therefore  he 
was  glad  to  hoar  from  mo  of  similar  intentions  on  our  part. 

I  concurred  with  Yoshiac.vrr,  that  prior  to  tho  cxchnngo  of  opinions 
with  his  colleagues  in  tho  Government  he  could  not  mko  any  official 
statements  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  but  that  his  personal  viows  of 
relations  botwoon  our  countries  were  also  valuablo.  I  also  concur  with 
Y's  supposition  of  the  possibility  and  dosirability  of  inproving  thoso 
relations,  and  think  that  it  could  be  achieved  by  some  new  act.  Vo  pxe 
conducting  negotiations  with  Polajid,  are  starting  negotiations  with 
Finland,  Estonia,  Latvia  and  Hounania  with  tho  aim  of  concluding  pacts 
of  non-aggrossion  end  noutrality.  Vo  have  oor.cludod  such  pacts  with 
Germany,  Lithuania,  Turkey,  Porsia  and  Afghanistan.  Tho  pact  with 
France  has  been  initialled.  When  these  negotiations  axe  conplotod  and 
the  pacts  signod,  we  s5v.ll  bo  bound  by  tho  pacts  of  non-agression  with 
r.ll  our  noighborB  with  the  exception  of  Japan. 

We  coneidor  that  this  gap  should  be  fillod,  othorwiso  there  will 
bo  a  queer  situation  that  Japan  will  be  our  only  noighbor  who  has  no 
pact  of  non-aggression  with  us.  Such  a  pact  expresses  the  poacoful 
policy  pnd  intentions  of  the  Governments,  and  it  will  be  woll-tined 
especially  now  when  tho  future  of  tho  Japanoso-Hussian  relations  is  the 
subjoct  of  speculations  in  Vostorn  Europo  and  America.  The  conclusion 
of  this  pact  would  put  an  end  to  theso  speculations.  I  therefore 
decided  to  mako  uso  of  tho  opportunity  of  forwarding  through  Yoshisa.wa 
a  propose.!,  to  the  Japanese  Govornmcnt  to  open  negotiations  concerning 
tho  conclusion  of  the  non-nggreseion  pact. 

This  propose!  took  Yoshisa.wa,  just  as  well  as  Hirota  who  attondod 
the  talk,  obviously  by  surprise.  Having  inquirod  in  detail  about 
tho  progress  of  negotiations  with  othor  countrios  mentioned  by  me  in 
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the  courno  of  our  talk,  Yoehisawn  njp.fr.  repeated  that  ho  had  boon 
suddenly  called  from  Paris  to  ‘£oV^o  ru.d  had,  therefore,  no  tino  to 
make  the*  policy  of  the  now  ca.binot  clo^r  to  him  elf,  but  that  ho 
certninly  would  not  for, rot  to  forward  our  proposal  to  the  Government. 

Ko  askod  whethor  that  proposed,  hod  been  nndo  by  us  before,  through 
Kirotn,  or  comrade  Troyonovaky.  Comrade  Karnh/m  node  it  clear  to  him 
that  in  Tokyo  in  1928  nr.d  evon  in  1920  there  woro  cor.vorsetionB  on  tho 
subjoct.  I  added  that,  of  course,  wo  did  not  oxpoct  to  rocoive  on 
official  reply  from  foabi  ho.v,t-.,  vhx-rh  -ah  would  be  forwarded  through  comrade 
Troyanov8ky ,  or  Kirotev,  but  X  va«  intorc&tod  to  know  Hr.  Yoohioavads 
porsona!  opinion. 

Y.  rofrainod  free  further  t r. J!n  on  that  subject  and  asked  mo 
whether  I  wantod  to  forward  anything  to  Tol^'O. 
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Peso  1.
